FINK DESSERT.—Pile bananas and 


oranges together, peeler], garnishing 
with green leaves; put nuts and raisins 
upon two smaller dishes; piss all at tbe 
same course. 


GYPSF'S PUDDING.—1 cup of molas- 


ses, 1 of rairint, 1 of milk or water, 1 
cup of suet, chopped fine, 1 teaspoonful 
of salt; spice to taste; 1 teaspoonful of 
soda; flour, not very stiff; steam two 
hours. 


GREEN CORN PUDDING.—12 tars of 


green corn, grated, 1 quart of sweet 
milk, 3 tablespooDfulB of butter, 3 ef 
sugar and three eggi, bake in a but- 
tered dish until it begins to thicken, 
then it is done, put the butter in last 
on top and it will bake nice and brown. 


FRIED CUCCMBBRS.—Pare, cut into 


lengthwue slices more than a quarter 
of an inch thick, and lay for half an 
hour in ice water; wipe each piece dry; 
sprinkle with pepper and salt, and 
dredge with flour; fry to a light brown 
in good dripping or butter, drain well 
and serve hot. 


FRUIT CAKE.—1 pound of flour, 1 of 


sugar, 1 of butter, 2 of raisins, 2 of cur- 
rants, 1 of citron. 10 eggs, i ounce of 
cloves, 1 ounce cinnamon, 2 nutmegs, 1 
ounce of mace, J ounce of allspice, 1 
cup of molasses, £ cup of brandy and £ 
cup of wine; bake 4 hours. 


To £EEP TOMATOES.—Take ripe to- 


matoes and wipe them dry, taking care 
not to break the skin. Put them into 
a jar with cold vinegar, adding a thin 
muslin bag filled with cloves and whole 
peppers. Then cork the jar tightly 
with a cork that has been dipped in 
melted rosin, and put away in a dry 
place. Tomatoes pickled in this man- 
ner keep perfectly well and retain their 
color. 
For this purpose use the small 


thin tomatoes. 


PICKLED CUCUMBERS.—Throw them 


into salt and water for a few days or a 
week, then take them out and rinse 
them, put them into a jar with vinegar; 
let them stand a few weeks, then turn 
your vinegar and pickles into a brass 
kettle, with some alum, and let them 
scald slowly; do not let them come to a 
proper boil, they will then be green; 
add onions, horseradish, mustard seed 
and pepper, as you choose. Oak leaves 
scattered among the pickles and covered 
over the top will prevent the necessity 
of ever scalding them. 


i'nltnre MO* Growth of Trees. 


People who have never tried cultiva- 


tion upon ornamental trees have little 
idea how much more rapidly they grow 
when under culture than set in the 
grass. 
A year ago the writer placed a 


lot of ornamental trees in rows for cul- 
tivation until they were needed for 
planting out, and at the same time put 
a few in place upon the lawn of the 
same lot. 
While the former have grown 


several feet of wood in the year the lat- 
ter have developed but a few inches of 
growth. The reason lies largely in the 
fact that grass requires an immense 
amount of water in its growth, and the 
grass of the lawn has so deprived the 
trees of moisture as to actually almos 
kill them. The lesson is an obviou 
one, but how shall we profit by it? The 
answer is this: Plant trees in groups 
altogether, and then keep the area of 
ground in which they are planted en- 
tirely under cultivation. This may be 
done by horse and cultivator, if the lawn 
is large, or by hand if the groups of 
trees occupy a small aeea. 
Tho objec- 


tion that it renders the lawn unsightly 
is not valid, for if the cultivated ground 
be kept with clean edges that are in 
nice curves a'nd no weeds be allowed to 
collect, the lawn is in no wise injured 
by the cultivated portion.
